the guiltand dominion oi dxir (in ; and alter chis^hc 
convinceth of rightemfneffe , which faith appre- 
hends, verfe I o. It is true (hat the word convktion 
faertjisof a lacge extent, and includes co mpundi- 
oni^ humiliation for (in, yet our Saviour wraps 
them up in this w^ord; becauf- convi£lio» is the fir ii, 
and therefore the chiete in order 3 here the Lord not 
ipcakingnow of incffcftuall, but effeduall 8c tho- 
row convidtion expieft in deepe forrow arid humi- 
liation. Now the text faith,tbeLord begins thus not 
with ibme oueor tvro,but with the n^^/^of Gods 
Elcv^, who are to be uUed home by the Miniftery 
of the Word 5 which our Saviour fbeakes (« any 
may fee who confiders the icope^ purpofcly to 
comfort the hearts ot his Difcipies» that their Mi- 
niftery fliall be dniseffectuaU to the workiof Jews 
and Gentiles s and therefore cannot fpeakeof iiich 
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cortviSson as icr ves oiiely toe to kave men withouc 
exctife £br greater ccndemnacions (asfomcun-* 
derfiand the place) for diac is a poore ground of 
coniblation to their fad hearts. Secondlvi I (hall
